wherein A is an amide moiety, Ri and R2 are each selected from substituted or 
unsubstituted aryl (e.g., phenyl), arylalkyl (e.g., benzyl), naphthyl, pyridineamino, 9- 
purine-6-amino, thiazoleamino, aryloxy, arylalkyloxy, pyridyl, quinolinyl or isoquinolinyl; 
R4is hydrogen, a halogen, a phenyl or a cycloalkyl moiety and n is an integer from 3 to 10. 

271. (New) The method according to claim 1 or claim 34, wherein said composition is 
administered once daily at a dose of 400 mg. 
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272. (New) The method according to claim 271, wherein said composition is administered 
every day. 

273. (New) The method according to claim 1 or claim 34, wherein said composition is 
administered once daily at a dose of 300 mg. 

274. (New) The method according to claim 273, wherein said composition is administered 
every day. 

275. (New) The method according to claim 1 or claim 34, wherein said composition is 
administered five days a week, once daily at a dose of 300 mg. 

276. (New) The method according to claim 1 or claim 34, wherein said composition is 
administered once daily at a dose of 300 mg on a schedule of 14 days out of each 21 days. 
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
